Health  Department  or  the  city,  ana  also  is  a  head  Quarters  tor  case  con¬ 
ferences  for  that  section  of  the  city.  A  large  and  varied  social  work 
has  been  carried  on  by  tnis  Settlement  for  several  years,  and  during  this 
winter  an  investigation  into  the  conditions  of  unemployment  and  relief 
was  conducted  by  Dr.  Ware,  the  head  of  trie  Settlement.  In  these  circum¬ 
stances  our  Directors  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  net  unreasonable  to  ask 
tne  Oity  for  a  remission  of  tne  taxes  cri  the  property,  inasmuch  as  we  are 
doing  a  large  work  tor  the  Oity  in  tnis  Quarter  at  private  expense.
